The contacts of the last group are not so good; Hartuut IAUT^2QACH*£R 
was in contact vita GGJLi-JAM. Hartmt told me tliat GU1&1AK acknowledged 
bin (LAUTiaBAGIidxO the political leader of the whole movement* Hartnut 
is now in Hoiae and holds his contacts with the Guderian group through his
